Warsaw, June 24.—The reign of ter- 


ror continues at Lodz, the casualties 
yesterday :and last night being esti- 
mated- at: two thousand. 
During the 


night the' Cossacks frequently charg- 
•ed-the-worklngmen who replied from 
barricades, windows and housetops.

.Colonel Rejenfens was severely in- 


jured, while leading a charge of the 
troops.' Two bombs were thrown into 
the soldiers' barracks and killed and 
injured twenty men. 
Many of the 


dead are still lying in the streets. In 
res'ponse to a call for assistance the 
governor sent three regiments- and a 
force of cavalry to Lodz! The factor- 
ies and shops are closed.N No news- 
papers appeared this morning. Work- 
men throughout the city today res- 
ponded to a call of the Polish social- 
tots for a general strike and business 
is suspended as a result. 
As yet 


there is no disturbance in this city. 


One Hundred and Thirty 
- 


So far as ascertainable one hundred 


and thirty were killed outright in the 
fighting yesterday. 
Forty-one 
more 


died in the hospitals during the night, 
Of the wounded three hundred and 
twenty sustained slight injuries. All 
the hospitals are full and in many 
cases the wounded are lying upon the 
floors.'-

Bloody Rioting 


The bloody rioting 
continued all 


day Friday and at eleven o'clock all 
the factory hands struck and flocked 


to the streets. The soldiers chargei 
the mobs, firing volley after volley in 
to the surging mass. The rioters re 
plied with revolvers and missies of 
every character, 


Riots This Morning 


The rioters this morning attempted 


to set fire to the government offices 
but were scattered by a strong force 
of troops. A workman was murderec 
in the streets during the night for re 
fusing to strike.

INDIAN FRAUDS ARE NEXT 


ON LIST TO BE EXPOSED 


Eight Officials In Indian Territory Are Mixed 


Up In The Charge Of 


Graft. 


Washington, June" 24.—As a result 


of patient and persistent work en the 
part of Secretary of the Interior 
Hitchcock, eight officials and lawyers 
in Indian Territory have been indicted 
for frauds in connection with the is- 
suance of school fund warrants. They 
are Treasurer Ward and Gov. John- 
son of the Chickasaw nation. United 
States Marshal Colbert, Banker Pur- 
dom, sAttbrueys Mansfield, McMurray 
and Cornish and ex-Gov. Moseley o: 
the Chickasaw nation. 


Congress at its -last session voted 


an appropriation of $300.000 to pay 
the warrants held by teachers and 
other employes o'f the schools of the 
Chickasaw nation. Some of them had 
been bought by speculators for from 
40 to 60 per cetjt;'of their value, ,in 
the expectation of receiving 100 per 
cent from the government. 


Probe' Exposes Corruption. 


Before making the distribution Sec- 


retary Hitchcock directed an investi- 
gation to be made and it developed 
some of the warrants .after having 
been paid had been reissued. 


In this way $60,000 or $100,000 had 


gone into the pockets of the men mak- 
ing the payments on behalf of the gov- 
ernment. .The secret!)'^; at ..once stop- 


pel* paynieut'and turned Ihe'fac'J's over 
to the department of justice. The dis- 
trict attorney was ordered to present 
the cases to the grand jury. 


Secretary Hitchcock intends to pros- 


ecute the men to the full extent of the 
law, and will take measures to secure 
the restitution of stolen money. 


. 
Secured -Large Fee.- 


The firm of Mansfield, McMurray & 


Cornish is the same one that held the 
government up for a fee of $750.000 
in connection with the legal proceed- 
ings relative to the distribution of 
tribal lands. Secrbtary Hitchcock en- 
deavored to compel them to accept 
$250,000, which he thought an exor- 
bitant fee, but was 
unsuccessful. 


There was considerable satisfaction 
in the department that the grand jury 
has found sufficient ^evidence to .war- 
rant the prosecution of all three.

watching the Indian*Territory mat- 
ter for a long time. He has devoted 
twelve months especially to the In- 
dian school scandal.

heartily approves of his policy the 
effect of which has been not only to 
protect the treasury of the United 
States but to save the lands and funds 
of Indian tribes.

time when the tide of popular senti-

People Uke. to believe, and 
they like to be encouraged in the be- 
lief, that the'accumulation of wealth 
Is a crime. 


The statement is frequently made 


that the wealth of the country is get- 
ting into the hands of a few'men, and 
that this little coterie is a menace to 
the welfare' of the nation. 


Some people go so far as to say that 


laws should be enacted which would 
prevent men from, accumulating prop- 
erty beyond" a certain amount. 


Labor organizations 
are conducted 


so exclusively in what is termed the 
interests of labor, that.men are taught 
to believe that an S or 9 hour day, 
and restricted production, is of more 
benefit than all other interests. 


Public journals denounce corporate 


wealth and dilate upon the "grinding 
monopoly," until many people believe 
that they are taxed 1'or the air they 
breathe, as well as for God's free sun- 
light. 


The atmosphere is so full 
of this 


sort of sedition that it has come to 
be a popular belief, and an army of 
people who never met Mr. Rockefel- 
ler, Mr. Morgan and men of this class 
are-ready to denounce them as crim-

For several years 
past he has been president of the 
board and his presence .at the execu- 
tive sessions of the board will be 
missed. 
P. J. Mouat's term as com- 


missioner'ended, in May, but no: suc- 
cessor has been appointed. The oth- 
er two members of the board are W. 
S. Jeffris anil George M'cKey, 
The 


original board in 1S97 was composed 
of V. P. Richardson. T. S. Nolan, J. 
P. Baker and W. S. Jeffris. 


From County Committee 


Mr. Nolan has also resigned from 


the chairmanship of 
the republican 


county committee. Mr. Nolan has con-, 
ducted the campaigns in Rock-county 
for t.iie past eight years in a most able 
and efficient manner'and his succes- 
sor will be hard to End. His resigna- 
tion has been sent to W. A. Jackson, 
secretary of the'committee, and a 
successor will doubtless be elected 
at some meeting of the board in the 
near future. 


New State Law 


The reason for Mr. Nolan's.resigna- 


tions is perhaps found in the new 
state Jaw: Chapt. -ISC. laws of 1905, 
in which the use of a free pass is 
prohibited by any person holding a 
civic or political 'office. 
Mr. Nolan, 


as attorney for the St. Paul and iu- 
tentrban roads, comes under this pro- 
vision and promptly resigned rather 
than give up his free 
transportation. 


The effect of the law will' be sweep- 
ing and many others holding notary 
public offices or memberships of po- 
litical committees may be forced to 
resign if they ride . on free railway 
passes.

STATE GAME WARDEN 


New Law Prohibits Him From Hav- 


ing Any Deputies UntN Ap. 


pointed and Approved 


There is only one same warden in 


1he state of Wisconsin who is at pres< 
eiit vested with any authority-and he 
is Chief Game Warden Henry Over- 
heck. 
It is the most peculiar state 


of affairs which has ever been heard 
of. and it almost assumes the char- 
acteristics of an intensely practical, 
joke. 
A bill was introduced by Sen- 


ator Wipperman of Grand Rapids to 
the effect that all 
game 
wardens 


should, upon appointment, be clothed 
with authority by the use of an iden- 
tication card system. 
That is, each 


of them must' . be able to exhibit 
a card which shall bear the signature 
of the governor, and the photograph 
of the possessor. 
The bill . looked 


harmless enough to a casual observer, 
and was passed with no opposition. 
To the surprise of everyone it re- 
ceived the signature of Gov. La Foll- 
ette on the last day of the session, 
just previous to his departure for Ok- 
lahoma territory. 
It is easy to see 


in just what positions the game war- 
dens are now. The governor is sev- 
<jral hundred miles away, and they 
need his signature to give them any 
authority. 
Of course, Mr. Overbeck 


can make the appointments, but they 
cannot be- ratified \ until the return 
of the governor, which, it is under- 
stood, is all of two weeks distant. 
As a result of this .abrupt abolish- 
ment of all -game warden -appoint- 
ments by the passage of this bill, 
there was trouble in Madison yester- 
day. 
One of :the wardens tried to 


make, a seizure of fish, and was pow- 
erless to 'do so. 
He telephoned to 


Mr. Overbeck. who hurried to the 
spot as the only official in the state 
who had the power to make a con-

Americans have scarcely realized 


that a wonderful thing is taking-place 
In-Chicago, or, rather. Is about to take 
•place, a new thing in our history, for 
outside of a few. small towns city 
ownership and operation of street rail- 
iways have been unknown on this side 


their mistake. 
The city councils ap- 


pointed a standing committee of twen- 
ty-five to take charge of the lines, a 
general manager was appointed and 
troin that time conditions constantly 
grew better. In'three years the lines 
were electrified, tares were reduced, 
wages Increased, more competent and 
civil men were placed in charge, busi- 
ness picked tip, new lines were built, 
tli'e" cars were kept cleaner, no more 
passengers, were taken than could be 
seated, sufficient-cars were put ou to 
handle the traffic easily, and comforta- 
bly,' strikes1 disappeared .and reforms 
of all sorts were inaugurated. So suc- 
cessful did the experiment prove, that 
other cities In England aud Scotland 
bought-and operated their lines until 
tbe system has extended practically 
all over Great Britain, Is being intro- 
duced on the continent and is being 
discussed in America. 
The average 


fare in Glasgow at present Is. under 
2 cents, according to Mr. Dalrymple. 
Of course the distance traveled is 
shorter than In America, and yet Glas- 
gow Is a city of nearly a million in- 
habitants. ' The faros are graded ac- 
cording to distance, running from .1 
cent to C, and no transfers are given.

Surface Lines Electrified In Three Years. 


Mr. Dalrvrnple while in America 


j-irve several very lucid talks and iu- 
terviows as to .the development of 
muulclpal ownership In Glasgow, It 
seems that the. city built its own lines 
In 1871, but leased them to a private 
company to be operated. 
Tho lease 


extended 'over a period of twenty- 
three years, and at the cud of that 
time conditions were so unsatisfactory 
lliat the city refused to extend tho 
lease, but decided to adopt the then 
innovation of operating the roads her- 
self. Tills was in ISO-i. At that time 
there were only horse cars, the em- 
ployees were uncivil, Incompetent and 
for the most part unfit persons, a 
strike was threatened, care were not 
In good condition and complaints, from 
the citizens were going up on every 
side. Tlie companies, Mr. DiUryniple 
said, tlreupht that the city could not 
operate the lines and therefore would 
make no promises of Improvement, be- 
lieving that they had a practical mo- 
nopoly. 
Glasgow soon s'.'.owed them

Cars Kept Clean and Neat as a Pin. 
The tram cars lu Glasgow aud many 


other British cities arc double deckers, 
thus having twice the seating capacity 
of ordinary cars. 
This necessitates 


somewhat 'greater' height, but other- 
wise these two story trams are very 
convenient and comfortable. The Glas- 
gow cars are kept as clean and neat 
us a pin. 
At the slightest scratch 


they are run into the repair shop. 
There is no watered stock In the capi- 
talization of the Glasgow lines.- The 
total capitalization Is $15,000.000 and 
the debt is $8,500,000. A sinking fund 
of 2 per cent per annum is provided 
to reduce this debt. There Is no at- j 
tempt to make .money by the sys.tem, j 
but a large tax is paid yearly to the city. | 


An old age pension Is provided for 


employees. Part of the fund for this 
Is furnished by the city and part by a 
subscription 'of the 'employees them- 
selves. Nobody is discharged because 
of age,'but whcu too old to attend to 
their dut-Ies tbe men are retired on 
this pension.' The general manager 
has absolute control of the. hiring and 
discharging of men. 
Politics Is not 


allowed to enter into "this, but only 
'the question of fitness for duty. The 
employees • seem 'perfectly contended, 
have refused to organize themselves 
Into n labor union, have never struck 
or even discussed a strike and re- 
ceive in wages .about the same as that 
paid to mechanics and artisans. The 
wage level Is not quite.so high as on 
this side the water, but neither Is the 
expense of .living so high, so that com- 
paratively the' scale is just as good if 
not better for the men there than here.
